WASHINGTON - Legis­ 
lative bodies a t all levels - 
federal, state and local - 
enact an estim ated 190,KID 
laws each year.

The end result 
of all this is growth beyond 
control or comprehension 
of government regim enta­ 
tion in the United States. 
Add to this regulatory 
entanglement the volun­ 
tary standards which are 
accepted by industries and 
often adopted by the gov­ 
ernment. These technical, 
eye-straining codM deter­ 
mine such details of com­ 
merce as the width of tires, 
space between struts of 
children’s playpens and 
impact resistance of foot­ 
ball helm ets. 
Even the indomitable 
Superman has been bound 
up by the Lilliputians who 
write the regulations. His 
derring-do is carefully pre­ 
scribed by the comic book 
industry’s cods of conduct, 
which m andates that good 
m u» trium ph over evil. 
Thus Superm an m u» go 
on, page after page, over­ 
powering the taid guys who 
are doomed in advance to 
defe». 
Every private enterprise 
of any consequence is now 
ensnarled in red tape. For 
the federal government 
alone, businesses had to 
prepare 114 million form s 
la» year. 
It is the genius of the fre t 


economy that it does not 
require the innovator to 
»•cure the permission of 
organised society to launch 
his schemes. If he can get a 
few speculators to bankroll 
him, he is on his way - free 
to create if he can. If he 
»ucceeds, the rew ards for 
him are spectacular and 
society shares in the gain. 
If he fails, only he and his 
improvident backers are 
the losers 
But the difficulty is get­ 
ting an innovative propos­ 
al, or even a routine one, 
pa» all those regulations. 
The rigid observance of 
rules and procedures re­ 
quires the interm inable 
seeking of perm ission for 
any divergence. 
K ept 
within its proper sphere, 
such rigidity is beneficient. 
Imposed upon society at 
large, It results in stagna­ 
tion, which ends in putre­ 
faction. 
The government clerk 
seated in his cubicle pond­ 
ering an application and 
deciding it runs afoul of 
regulations is getting a 
stranglehold upon us. But 
so gently, prosaically, 
gradually and invisibly 
does he tighten his d utches 
that we never appreciate 
the extent to which we are 
in his grin. 
We prote» only the in­ 
conveniences the bureau­ 
crat imposes upon us - the 
late letter, the length of 
government lines.

And finally, 
there are reluctant regula­ 
tors who befriend the law­ 
yers and lobbyists of the 
industries they regulate. 
It is not unusual for regu­ 
latory agencies to adopt 
the standards that the in­ 
dustries impose upon 
themselves. These stand­ 
ards are seldom subjected 
to the rigorous evaluation 
that goes into developing 
government regulations. 
They are often vague, with 
no provisions for over­ 
sight. 
The voluntary standards 
are coordinated by the 
American National Stand­ 
ards Institute, a nonprofit 
federation of 909 private 
professional, scientific and 
trade groups. One govern­ 
ment expert told Senatev 
investigators thnt ANSI

The voluntary standards 
are coordinated by the 
American National Stand­ 
ards Institute, s nonprofit 
federation of 985 private 
professional, scientific and 
trade groups. One govern­ 
ment expert told Senate, 
investigators that ANSI 
standards appeared to be 
written by persons who 
primarily 
represent the 
business interest of their 
own company or industry .* 
For example, an Ohio 
sewage line worker, wear­ 
ing a construction helmet 
that complied with ANSI 
standards, was struck by a 
frozen sand ball He died 
from skull fracture compli­ 
cations. 
Alarm ed, 
re ­ 
searchers tested several 
similar helmets, all of 
them sold by manufactur­ 
ers that subscribed to the 
safety requirements. 
The researchers found 
that the helmets *were not 
manufactured 
uniformly 
enough to guarantee an

Founds 
WASHINGTON - For a 
while it did seem that the gory 
Pipefitters Local 562 of St. 
Louis, Mo., had slipped on Its 
own officers’ blood and disap­ 
peared into the limbo of nor­ 
mal muscle-hood There was 
plenty of blood, bullets and 
bombs - one of which blew 
both legs, one arm and an eye 
off s young official who 
thought he was tough and Im­ 
mune. 
No ordinary local this. Dur­ 
ing the '60s Its Pipefitters 
Political Voluntary Fund, ac­ 
cording to the highest and 
frostrated Justice Depart­ 
ment officials, contributed 
sbout $20 million to political 
leaders, candidates and na­ 
tional campaign committees 
These Included one of Lyndon 
Johnson’s. 
Bid now this local, some of 
whoee officers served time for 
robbery and extortion or were 
bullet ed to death, is back in 
the news because of some fan­ 
ciful mishandling of tens of 
millions of dollars of its 
welfare and pension funds. 
The Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission Sheriocks 
did some pencil work 
and to 
no insider's surprise, It 


71-year-old Morris Shenker's 
interlocking companies, 
which he personally controll­ 
ed, got $23 5 million in loans 
And the hard-working steam 
fitters, pipefitters, plumbers, 
call them what you will, got 
very little for their working 
pains. 
While counsellor Shenker, 
once end at the same time at­ 
torney for the late Jimmy Hof- 
fa and the St Louis pipefitter 
trust funds, was merrily ar­ 
ranging these loans for his 
money losing companies, he 
was borrowing some $8 
million from the Chicago- 
based Teamster’s pension 


for $2 million This ubion isn’t 
without spilled blood Us chief, 
the late A1 Bramlet, was killed 
earlier this year and buried in 
the desert 
He also was chairman of 
this pension fund 
Thus, lawyer Shenker had at 
least some $34 million worth of 
labor trust fund loans rolled 
up to his companies To a fast 
food counter habitue like 
myself, even in Washington, 
this isn’t peanuts. 
All this money-moving was 
accomplished between 1970 
and 1976 But still Mr Shenker 
believed he could use more 
cash for one of his more pro 
fttable operations, the Las 
Vegas Dunes’ bostelery and 
casino So he did what came 
n a t u r a l l y . He b e g a n 
negotiating s 640 million loan 
with his friends influential in 
the Teamsters’ neutoea fund 
milieu 
This would have put his cor­ 
porations in debt to union pen 
sion funds to the high octane 
amount of 973 million And 
some believe he end his firms 
had other outstandiag debts. 
But then the U.S. Labor 
Department blocked the $40 
million loan And Shenhff, In 
the most indignant of tones, 
protested that his human and 
financial rights were being 
abused by IntroAve federate 
But now back to the St.

Committee on Fiscal Affairs 
to permit the patrol to con­ 
tinue using one of the two 
sm aller planes. 
But he 
withdrew that 
request on 
Tuesday because of his discus­ 
sion with Teasdale. 
He said the plane did not ac­ 
tually meet the requirements 
of the patrol and that he would 
be seeking funds from the 
legislature this winter for a 
new plane The patrol already 
has six airplanes. 
Teasdale refused to fly in 
the three airplanes earlier this 
year, claiming they were not 
safe, and he asked lawmakers 
to aprove 81.5 million for the 
purchase of three new planes 
Officials of his administration 
pledged then that the gover­ 
nor’s twin-engine 
Merlin 
airplane and the two smaller 
planes would be disposed of. 
But since the funding was 
approved for the new luxury 
King Air turbo-prop and two 
smaller twin-engine planes, 
the Highway Patrol has been 
using the old aircraft to fly 
patrol officials to meetings 
and other activities. 
Lubker told the panel the 
smaller planes would be turn­ 
ed over for disposal to the 
state Division of Surplus Pro­ 
perty while the larger Merlin 


would be retained for another 
30 days at the request of the 
state Highway Department. 
Lubker said the Highway 
Department was considering 
using the Merlin along with 
one of Its own planes as trade- 
ins for a new aircraft. 
Chief Highway 
Engineer 
Robert Hunger said the 
Highway Commission has 
been discussing the possibility 
of a new plane for aerial 
photography work for some 
time. He said the plane now 
used is 20 years old. A replace­ 
ment, Hunter said, would cost 
anywhere between 8300,000 
and 8700,000. 
But Hunter said no final 
decision has been made on 
purchase of a new plane and 
the Highway Commisaion has 
set no timetable for such a 
decision. 
On another matter, state 
Commissioner of Administra­ 
tion Stephen Bradford told the 
House-Senate committee that 
for all Intents and purposes 
the state is locked into to 
buying major computer equip­ 
ment 
from 
International 
Business Machines Corp. 
"We ought to get It out on 
the table and talk about it 
realistically," Bradford told 
committee members under 
questioning concerning bids 
on a multi-million dollar con­ 
solidation program for com­ 
puters in the Department of 
Social Services. "We’re lock­ 
ed in to the degree where we 
have to be concerned about 
the economics of it It’s been 
this way for years." 
Of the more than two dozen 
major computers in state 
government, Bradford said he 
knows of only two that are not 
IBM computers To change to 
another brand of computers 
and still maintain compatibili­ 


ty between the various state 
systems would cost "billions 
and billions of dollars,” he 
said. 
A number of committee 
members expressed concern 
about the reliance of the state 
on IBM equipment. They said 
the state was at the company’s 
mercy as far as future costs 
were concerned, noting that if 
IBM decided to raise its ser­ 
vice coats by 20 per cent the 
state had few alternatives to 
paying it. 
Bradford told the committee 
that in fact the state’s only 
alternative would be to pay it 
or do without the computer 
service. He said paying an in­ 
creased service cost would 
still be much cheaper than 
converting all state computer 
operations to another brand of 
computer.

Nutritional problems 
among the elderly 


Questions from readers 
about food and diet are 
welcomed.

Q. Do you have information 
about the extent of nutritional 
problems among older people 
in Missouri? 
A - Persons 60 years of age 
and older have poorer food 
habits than any other age 
group in Missouri, according 
to data collected by Human 
Nutrition researchers at Lin­ 
coln University. Special atten­ 
tion to the diets of older people 
is therefore in order. 
Information on nutritional 
status was obtained by ex­ 
amining food intake patterns 
by m a k i n g c h e m i c a l 
m easurem ents on blood 
samples and through various 
clinical examinations. 
The nutrient lacking most 
often in the diets of both older 
men and women was calcium, 
a situation which was 
associated with a low intake of 
dairy products. Only 23 per 
cent of the men and 12 per cent 
of the women consumed the 
recommended two cups of 
milk each day or its 
equivalent in other dairy 
foods. 
Other foods frequently lack- 
ing in d ie t s of o l d er 
Missourians included fruits 
and vegetables as well as 
meat and other protein rich 
foods. Foods that are good 
sources of protein usually also 
supply iron, a fact that helps 
explain the rather high in­ 
cidence of iron deficiency 
anemia that was observed. 
Low hemoglobin and serum 


iron values were found in 20 
per cent of the men and 10 per 
c e n t of t h e w o m e n , 
respectively. 
O v e r w e i g h t a n d 
underweight also are pro­ 
blems for older people in 
Missouri. About 30 per cent of 
both men and women 60 years 
and older in the survey were 
overweight according to stan­ 
dards of the U.S. Health Ex­ 
amination Survey. More older 
women (12 per cent) were 
found to be underweight than 
was found to be the case for 
older men 
(3 per cent) 
(“Overweight" is described 
as weighing over 110 per cent 
of the average for people of 
the same sex and age range, 
while “ underweight” is 
weighing less than 90 per cent 
of average). 


According to survey results, 
some general recommenda­ 
tions can be made about diets 
of older people: 


1) More milk and other 
dairy products should be con­ 
sumed to help provide an ade­ 
quate Intake of calcium. 
2. Foods from the meat 
group should be emphasized to 
supply needed iron and pro­ 
tein Red meat, and especially 
organ meats, are the best 
sources of iron. 
3. A half-serving each day of 
a dark 
green or orange -- 
yellow vegetable will help in­ 
sure that requirements for 
vitamin A are met. 
4. The body weight of an 
older person should be con 
sidered in planning diets. In 
some cases, calories will need 
to be restricted, and for 
others, greater consumption 
will need to be encouraged

They usually 
are either aggressive or sex­ 
ual. Frued’s patients were up­ 
tight abouth their sexual feel­ 
ings. Today, more and more 
people have trouble with their 
angry feelings. Such feelings 
are okay when channelled into 
constructive behavior such as 
assertiveness, 
sports, or 
leadership. 
Of course, normal ag­ 
gressive motives can get 
screwed up. Children fight, 
but persistent hurting is view­ 
ed 
as apthological. Lovers 
may tickle and pinch, but a 
lack of control is perversion. A 
parent may spank, but abuse 
requires protection for the 
child and help for the parent 
whose behavior is out of con­ 
trol. Research shows that we 
can be misguided into cruel 
behavior by 
“ authority” 
figures, that frustration in­ 
creases aggressive behavior, 
and that often we misplace 
anger when we fear to express 
it (such as kicking the dog 
when the boss chew us out). 
Although we can accept 
angry feelings, we need not 
accept cruel behavior. Harry 
Harlow the noted animal 
researcher, points out that the 
failure to develop affection to 
balance aggression, “leaves 
the animal a deviate, a delin­ 
quent, and a social outcase” .

NEW YORK - The ongoing 
search for techniques to give 
durable press performance to 
all-cotton apparel has entered 
an exciting new phase.

Developed through research 
sponsored by Cotton In­ 
corporated, the fiber company 
of American cotton producers, 
the process is seen as having 
almost unlimited potential for 
opening up new markets for 
cotton. 
“It’s the wave of the 
future,” says William Siegel, 
president of Vapor Processing 
Company, a thriving young 
New York firm that holds the 
license as the first commis­ 
sion vapor phase finisher in 
the country. 
In full operation for only a 
few months, Siegel’s leased 
vapor phase processing unit is 
now in use on a 24-hour basis, 
applying durable press finish­ 
ed to garments made by 
various manufacturers from 
corduroy, denim and other all­ 
cotton fabrics. Buoyed by his 
early success, Siegel already 
is looking ahead to acquiring 
more units and expanding his 
commission business to loca­ 
tions in the South. 
Both Siegel and James P 
Hangley, Cotton Incorporated 
director, apparel 
mill 
marketing, see the vapor 
phase process as the key to 
unlocking the door for cotton 
in markets dominated by 
fibers. 
"The big place I see for this 
is in tailored clothing,” says 
Siegel. 
“ Permanent press 


never worked in this area 
He proudly displays the suit 
he is wearing - an all-cotton 
suit processed in the vapor 
phase unit. 
"I can wear this suit all day 
and it won’t get wrinkled - not 
even in hot, humid w eather,” 
he says. 
Hangley agrees that vapor

“For the 
first time cotton will be able to 
go toe-to-toe in these areas 
What we re talking about now 
is total wardrobe ” 
When Siegel talks about the 
potential of vapor phase, the 
textile industry pays atten­ 
tion. He earned his reputation 
more than a de cade ago as 
one of the pioneers of perm a­ 
nent press - the process that 
revolutionized the textile in- 
dustsry by introducing the 
concept of “easy care” fabrics 
that didn't require ironing and 
resisted shrinkage. As one tex­ 
tile trade publication put it, 
“Siegel probably knows more 
about permanent press than 
anyone in the industry ...” 
One of the m ajor drawbacks 
of permanent press, however, 
was that it had a weakening 
effect on cotton This led to the 
extensive developm ent of high 
synthetic blended fabrics and 
the prevailing thought in the 
textile industry that durable 
press for all-cotton fabrics 
w as unattainable. 


Siegel also realized, though, 
that in the perm anent press 
curing process, “ It was the 
cotton that w as the reactive 
fiber;

Grain warehousing law explained 


JEFFERSON CITY - With 
the passage of a new grain 
warehousing law effective 
Sept. IS, Missouri Department 
of Agriculture officials are 
concerned that many fanners 
and warehousemen in the 
state are unaware how they 
will be affected by certain pro­ 
visions of the act or how to go 
about licensing and bonding 
procedures. 
“This new law was passed 
by the state legislature this 
year,’* explained Holger 
Danielsmi, director of the 
Department's Division of 
Grain Inspection, Weighing 
and Warehousing, “and pro­ 
bably has many sections of 
w h i c h t h e a v e r a g e 
warehousemah is not aware." 
Tom Hopkins, supervisor of 
the grain warehouse program, 


noted there are five criteria 
for licensing warehouse 
operators. Anyone who 
qualified under any of the 
following categories must be 
licensed by the state of 
Missouri: 


1. Any person who operates 
a warehouse for storage of 
grain for compensation; 
2. Any person who offers 
storage facilities for grain; 
3. Any person who adver­ 
tises for, solicits or accepts 
grain for storage; 
4. Any person who carries on 
any type of grain bank opera­ 
tion; 
5. Any person who issues 
and uses deferred pricing or 
d e f e r r e d p a y m e n t s 
agreements. 
Hopkins added that 


warehousemen who have not 
yet applied for licensing 
should be making a “good- 
faith" effort at voluntary com­ 
pliance. 
“One of the strong points of 
the new law," he said, "is the 
enforcement and penalty pro­ 
visions. The penalty upon con­ 
viction for improper operation 
is a fine of not less than $100 or 
more than $500 per day for 
every day of non-compliance, 
pit» possible license suspen­ 
sion or revocation." 
Hopkins explained that 
violations of record keeping 
requirements are classified as 
misdemeanors, except that 
“to keep or file false records 
or to alter records to conceal 
grain storage obligations is a 
felony and can have a penalty 


of fines up to $50,000 and a 
prison term of two to five 
years." 
The s tr o n g e r grain 
warehousing law was enacted 
after the Department of 
A g ricu ltu re received 
numerous complaints of possi­ 
ble illegal operations over the 
past few years. The law 
authorises the Department of 
Agriculture to inspect 
warehouses to determine com­ 
pliance. 
Hopkins summed up the In­ 
tent of the new law, stating, 
“We hope to stop the shady 
practices before they start. 
The long range benefits wUl 
more than compensate the 
grain warehouseman in in­ 
creased credibility and public 
confidence."

ly supplies calcium and 
magnesium (if it is dolomitic 
or red lime), but it also helps 
other plant nutrients including 
nitrogen, phosphate, potash, 
trace elements to produce the 
most effective results. 
Some plant nutrients are 
tied up in a form which is not 
available to plants. This in­ 
cludes both nutrients found 
naturally in the soil and those 
that you apply in the form of 
fertilizers. As you can see, it is 
tremendously important that 
lime be applied when needed 
and in the amount needed by 
the soil. Likewise, phosphate 
and potash are important in 
that each performs functions 
necessary to efficient crop 
production that no other plant 
nutrient performs. Conse­ 
quently, phosphate and potash 
should also be applied in the 
proper amount. 
A soil test is your best guide 
as to the kind and amount of 
fertilizer and lime to apply, 
and now is a good time to take 


those soil samples. By taking 
them now, you will have your 
fertilizer and lime recommen­ 
dations back from the 
laboratory before you need 
Remember that it sometimes 
takes two to three weeks to get 
your recommendations back 
after you take your soil 
samples to the Extension 
Center. 
Of course, we don’t general­ 
ly recommend applying 
nitrogen in the fall for spring 
planted crops. There is one 
place that you should consider 
applying nitrogen in the fall, 
however, and this is where 
wheat follows grain sorghum. 
Farmers often have pro­ 
blems with nitrogen tie-up and 
deficiency in crops following 
sorghum. This is particularly 
true of wheat since this crop is 
trying to grow when sor£ium 
residues are decaying in a big 
way. 
In cases where wheat is to 
be planted following sorghum, 
about 30 pounds of actual 


nitrogen should be applied and 
turned under with the 
sorghum residues. This 
nitrogen is necessary to feed 
the bacteria that decay the 
crop residue. Unless nitrogen 
is applied for this purpose, the 
bacteria will often "starve” 
the wheat crop for nitrogen. 
Incidentally a number of 
farmers also experienced this 
problem in corn this year in 
fields where grain sorghum 
was produced last year. 
In cases where sorghum 
residues will be turned under 
next Spring preparation for a 
crop to be grown next season, 
we would also recommend 
that about 30 pounds be turned 
under with the crop residues 
to prevent this problem.

high interest on new varieties

PORTAGEVILLE - Cotton 
and soybean harvest progress­ 
ed at a rapid pace last week 
and a heavy frost put an end to 
our growing season for 1977. 
Most of our cotton and early 
planted soybeans escaped 
damage from the frost. Some 
late planted beans and late 
maturing varieties are likely 
to have lower yeild and seed 
quality due to the frost. 
This has not been a good 
year for soybean seed produc­ 
tion as the quality of early 
maturing varieties was af­ 
fected by warm humid 
weather in September. More 
purple seed stain and molded 
shriveled beans can be found 
than in several years. High 
quality planting seed may be I 


in short supply next spring. 
We have had a lot of interest 
in the three new soybean 
varieties that will be available 
to growers for seed increase 
next year. These are the Bed­ 
ford, Franklin and Centennial 
varieties. Registered and 
Foundation seed of the 
Centennial variety will be 
available to growers next Spr­ 
ing but only Foundation toed 
of the Bedford- and Franklin 
varieties will be available. 
The Bedford is the first 
variety to be released that is 
resistant to the Race 4 strain 
of the soybean cyst nematode 
that has increased reapidly 
across Southeast Missouri. 
The Bedford is similar in yield 
to Forrest on non-race 4 in­ 
fested soils. In tests conducted 
on race 4 infested soils at East 
Prairie, Bedford doubled the 


yield of Forrest. 
The Bedford variety grows 
about five inches taller than 
Forrest and may be more 
susceptible to lodging than 
Forrest. Also has slightly 
lower level of resistance to 
root knot nematodes than For­ 
rest. However, on clay soils 
Bedford appears to have more 
resistance to Phytophthora 
than Forrest. 
The Franklin is an early 
m aturing R ace 3 cyst 
nematode resistant variety 
developed to replace Custer. It 
has yielded better than Custer 
in Delta Center tests. Franklin 
matures the same time as 
Custer, has better seed quali­ 
ty, protein content, lodging 
resistance and less shattering 
than Custer. Also not subject 
to leaf hopper feeding as 
Custer. 


Centennial is a full season 
high yielding variety that 
matures about the same time 
as Pickett 71. It has resistance 
to races 1 and 3 of the soybean 
cyst nematode, the root knot 
nematode, the reniform 
nematode and phytophthora 
root rot. Centennial is six in­ 
ches taller than Pickett 71 but 
has better loding resistance. 
Under cyst nematode condi­ 
tions it has yielded higher than 
Pickett 71.

Runyan will appear at pesticide hearings 


JEFFERSON CITY - 
Missouri Department of 
Agriculture Director Jack Ru­ 
nyan will appear before the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency in Washington, D.C. 
this week mi behalf of the 
department’s intervention in 
support of continued registra­ 
tion of the pesticides chlor- 
dane and heptachior. 
EPA suspended the use of 
chlordane and heptachior 
pesticides in August 1976 for 
use in controlling black cut­ 
worm infestations in Missouri 
corn. Testimony by Runyan, 
three Missouri farmers and a 
University of Missouri College 
of Agriculture professor will 
focus on the results of the 
suspension, revealing that 
nearly 50,000 acres of corn had 


to be replanted this season due 
to an outbreak of black cut­ 
worms. An additional 170,000 
acres sustained heavy stand 
damage, with losses amoun­ 
ting to more than $1 million. 


Evidence of the heavy black 
cutworm infestation this year 
surfaced in a survey by 
University of Missouri College 
of Agriculture Professor Dr. 
Mahlon Fairchild and in 
reports from affected 
farmers. Especially hard hit 
were Northwestt Missouri 
farmers. 


Atchison County farmer 
Paul Tiemeyer, Holt County 
farmer Robert Drewes and St. 
Charles County farmer 
Richard Schneider have 
prepared testimonies outling 


damage done to their 1977 corn 
crops due to the unavailability 
of pesticides normally used in 
preventing black cutworms. 
Lawyers for the Missouri 
Department of Agriculture 
feel the farmers’ statements, 
coupled with testimony by 
Director Runyan and survey 
results from Dr. Fairchild, 
should make a strong case for 
continued use of the 
pesticides. 
The Department hopes to 
show the extent of the cut­ 
worm damage, the failure of 
alternative pesticides to con­ 
trol the pests and the 
economic effects the suspen­ 
sion has had on Missouri 
farmers. 
In preparing for the hear­ 
ings, Runyan stated. “Our 
Economic threat posed 
to livestock producers 


focus has to be on the in­ 
dividual fanner who has had 
to replant his corn crop 
because pesticides traditional­ 
ly used were m i available.

Glenn A. Grimes, Universi­ 
ty of Missouri livestock 
economist and marketing 
specialist, observes that the 
odds are very high that if pro­ 
posed restrictions on use of 
certain antibiotics in animal 
feeds go into effect, livestock 
production costs in Missouri 
will increase. 
Grimes says prohibition of 
use of certain antibiotics 
would increase the com­ 
petitive advantage of small 
bog operations of between 20 
and 50 sows because these 
producers would be able to 
give their animals the increas­ 
ed attention that would be 
necessary without antibiotics. 
Large confinement operations 
would probably be hard hit, 
Grimes notes, because pro­ 
duction efficiency may suffer 
too much if the time spent with 
large numbers of hogs was in­ 
creased. 
FDA contends that con­ 
tinued use of certain an­ 
tibiotics could cause bacteria 
in animals to become resistant 


to the drugs and that such 
resistance could later in­ 
terfere with treatment of sick 
animals. 
The regulatory agency fur­ 
ther theorizes that antibiotic- 
resistant bacteria could be 
transmitted from animals to 
man and cause illness in man 
which antibiotics could not ef­ 
fectively treat. 


A leading animal health in­ 
dustry spokesman points out 
that antibiotics have been us­ 
ed in animal feeds for more 
than 25 years to prevent 
disease and stimulate weight 
gains with approval of the 
Bureau of V e te rin ary 
Medicine and FDA. 


“During this period,” he ex­ 
plains, “The antibiotics have 
remained effective with no 
adverse effect on the animals, 
on the humans feedinp the 
animals, or on nunur.. 
suming meat from the 
animals.” 
These fin d in g s, the 
spokesman notes, are substan­ 
tiated by hundreds of research 
reports from universities, 
hospitals and industry. 


FDA admits that it cannot 
to any specific instance in 
which human disease is more 
difficult to treat because of 
drug resistance from animal 
s o u r c e s t r e a t e d sub- 
therapeutically.

Researchers study cancer 
in lymphoid cells of chickens 


COLUMBIA - The National 
Cancer Institute has renewed 
support of studies on the role 
of “Cell-mediated Immunity 
in Marek’s Disease” by Dr. 
Hans K. Adldlnger, associate 
professor of veterinary 
microbiology at the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri-Columbla. The 
project, in its third year, was 
granted $131,730. 
Marek’s disease, caused by 
a highly contagious avian 
herpesvirus, is a cancer of 
lymphoid cells that infiltrate 


vital tissues of the Infected 
chicken. Marek’s disease Is an 
important tumor model in 
animals for comparative 
studies of human, cancers 
thought to he caused by other 
herpesviruses. 
Dr. Adldlnger and h it 
associate Dr A.W. Confer, a 
Ph. D. candidate in the depart­ 
m e n t of v e t e r i n a r y 
microbiology, have suc­ 
cessfully adapted to the study 
of Marek’s disease a pro­ 
cedure to detect those white 


blood cells in Infected 
which can destroy t|ie tumor 
cells. 
It appears that in 
chickens dying from Marek’s 
d lt t f f ! the defending white 
blood cells have either lost 
this ability or have been 
rendered Ineffective. 
Drs. Adldlnger and Confer 
reported on their findings at 
the Third International Sym­ 
posium on Oncogenesis and 
Herpesviruses at Harvard 
University In Cambridge, 
Mass. last July. 
Deer farming expanding 
rapidly in New Zealand 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If 
deerburgOrs catch on with the 
fast-food crowd the way ham­ 
burgers and fried chicken 
hake, 
some enterprising 
fanners in New Zealand may 
be on the verge of an export 
bonanza. 
The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said today that deer far­ 
ming is “a small but rapidly 
expanding business” in New 
Zealand and that some pro­ 
ducers are “challenging sheep 
raising for profitability. ” 
Although still relatively 
small compared with Imports 
of beef from New Zealand and 
other countries, official USDA 
trade figures show that 
foreign venison has made a 
sharp Intrusion into the U.S. 
market in the last two years. 
Venison imports in calendar 
1978 rose to 242,000 pounds, 
valued at $397,000, from 71,000 
pounds, worth $74,000, in 1075, 
according to USDA records. A 
spokesman said a further In­ 
crease is expected this year. 
Nearly all the foreign 
venison came from New 
Zealand, although some 
enters the United States from 
Bangladesh and other 
sources, the spokesman said. 
The report on New Zealand 
deer farming, in a weekly 
i s s u e of “ F o r e i g n 
Agriculture” published by the 
d e p a rtm e n t’s Foreign 
Agricultural Service, was 
written by Harold T. Sanden, 
the U.S. agricultural attache 
in Wellington. 
Comparatively, imports of 
beef imports are much larger 
than the venison shipments, 
last year totaling more than 
1.2 billion pounds from the 15 
countries eligible to ship 
fresh, frozen or chilled beef, 
veal, mutton and goat meat to 
the United States under a 1964 
quota law. About 280 million 
pounds came from New 
Zealand, second behind 
Australia’s 632 million pounds. 
Most of the quota-type meat, 
however, is beef used for pro­ 
cessing into hamburger and 
other products. 
Processed meat such as 
canned corned beef is not 
covered by the quota law, 


which was designed by Con­ 
gress to protect U.S. pro 
ducers from foreign meat be­ 
ing dumped on the markets. 
There is no U.S. quota 
restriction on deer meat, 
either. And that fact may be 
tantalizing to budding New 
Zealand deer fanners fed up 
with herding sheep up and 
down the country’s hilly coun­ 
tryside and seeing export 
prices of beef plummet in re­ 
cent years. 
Sanden said that New 
Zealand’s deer fanning evolv­ 
ed feom “one or two” opera­ 
tions in 1972 to an estimated 
130 which now have more than 
30,-000 breeding animals in 
their herds. 
“Several hardy souls set out 
to give deer fanning a try, and 
today are doing nicely in their 
small but prosperous new in­ 
dustry,” he said. 
One reason is that export 
prices of venison by the end of 
1976 averaged about $1.18 a 
pound, while lamb brought 
about 33 cents a pound. 
Deer were Introduced by 
New Zealand settlers In the 
mid-l9th century. There were 
no natural predators and the 
animals thrived so much that 
they became pests, competing 
with sheep and cattle for 
forage. 
Government culling pro­ 
grams were initiated to thin 
out the natural deer herds and 
some of that meat moved into 
export channels. Then some 
people thought about raising 
deer in captivity, much as cat­ 
tle are kept in U.S. feedlots. 
Producers found that the 
domesticated deer gained 
weight more rapidly than 
those in the wild with venison 
from the anlmait about the 
same In flavor. 
“However, a greater degree 
of uniformity is possible with 
venison produced on deer 
farms, compared with meat 
from wild deer,” Sanden said. 
“Venison’s big advantage 
over lamb and mutton is its 
extreme leanness.” 
Although the future of New 
Zealand’s venison venture is 
not certain, Sanden noted that 
“ in many agricultural

Nine outbreaks of cattle 
scabies, a skin disease caused 
by tiny mites, were confirmed 
in six states last month, says 
the Agriculture Department. 
Officials said the outbreak 
occurred In California, Col­ 
orado, Nebraska, New Mex­ 
ico, Oklahoma and Texas. 
Quarantines were Imposed on 
all infected and exposed cattle 
until the problems were 
cleared up. 
The nine outbreaks in 
September compared with six 
in the same month a year ago, 
the department said. So far 
there have been 136 scabies 
outbreaks this year, com­ 
pared with 55 in the first nine 
months of 1976. 
Scabies develops when the 
mites burrow into an animal’s 
skin and feed on body fluids. 
The mites are killed by dipp­ 
ing the cattle in pesticide 
solutions.

or red lim e), but it also helps 
other plant n u trients including 
nitrogen, phosphate, potash, 
trace elem ents to produce the 
m ost effective results. 
Som e p lant n utrients are 
tied up in a form w hich is not 
available to plants. This in­ 
cludes both nu trien ts found 
naturally in the soil and those 
that you apply in the form of 
fertilizers. As you can see, it is 
trem endously im portant that 
lim e be applied when needed 
and in the am ount needed by 
the soil. Likew ise, phosphate 
and potash a re im portant in 
that each perform s functions 
necessary to efficient crop 
production th at no "th e r plant 
n u trie n t 
p e rfo rm s. 
C onse­ 
quently, phosphate and potash 
should also be applied in the 
proper am ount. 
A soil test is your best guide

Of course, w e don’t g en eral­

nitrogen in the fall for spring 
planted crops. T here is one 
place th at you should consider 
applying nitrogen in the fall, 
how ever, and this is w here 
w heat follows g rain sorghum . 
F a rm e rs often have pro ­ 
blem s w ith nitrogen tie-up and 
deficiency in crops following 
sorghum . T his is p articu larly 
true of w heat since this crop is 
trying to grow w hen sorghum 
residues a re decaying in a big 
way. 
In cases w here w heat is to 
be planted follow ing sorghum , 
about 30 pounds of actual 


nitrogen should be applied and 
t u r n e d 
u n d e r 
w ith 
th e 
s o r g h u m 
r e s id u e s . 
T h is 
nitrogen is necessary to feed 
the b a cte ria th at decay the 
crop residue. U nless nitrogen 
is applied for this purpose, the 
b a cteria will often “ sta rv e " 
the w heat crop for nitrogen. 


Incidentally a num ber of 
fa rm e rs also experienced this 
problem in corn this y e ar in 
fields w here grain sorghum 
w as produced last year. 
In c ases w here sorghum 
residues w ill be turned under 
next Spring p rep aratio n for a 
crop to be grow n next season, 
we would also recom m end 
th at about 30 pounds be turned 
under w ith the crop residues 
to p rev en t this problem .

PO R TA G EV ILLE - Cotton 
and soybean h a rv e st p ro g ress­ 
ed at a rap id p ace last w eek 
and a heavy frost put an end to 
our grow ing season for 1977.

Hans K. Adldinger, associate 
professor of veterinary 
microbiology at the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri-Columbia The 
project, in its third year, was 
granted 8131,730. 
Marek’s disease, caused by 
a highly contagious avian 
herpesvirus, is a cancer of 
lymphoid cells that infiltrate 


vital tissues of the Infected 
chicken. Marek’s disease is an 
important tumor model in 
animals for comparative 
studies of human cancers 
thought to be caused by other 
herpesviruses. 
Dr. 
Adldinger and his 
associate Dr A.W. Confer, a 
Ph. D. candidate in the depart- 
m e n t of v e t e r i n a r y 
m icrobiology,

foreign venison has made a 
sharp intrusion into the U.S.

we’re getting the cream of 
the crop — people really in­ 
terested in two-way radio 
communications,” 
Peter 
O’Dell, A R R L ’s public in­ 
formation officer, explained

from his Newington, Conn., 
office. 
Is it difficult for a CBer to 
get a ticket, as hams call 
their licenses? Not at all, 
replies O’Dell, who cites as 
an example a 4-year-old boy 
who passed the novice exam 
recently.

Chinese Dishes 


Before treating yourself to a new set of dinnerware, see if you can 
answer these questions: What’s the difference between fine china and 
bone china? Are earthenware and stoneware the same thing? Is por­ 
celain practical? if you’re unsure about your answers, the following 
may help: 
• Fine China is translucent and has a smooth, lustrous surface. (If 
you hold a plate up to the light, you can see the shadow of your hand 
behind it.) Lightweight yet very strong, it’s still hand-crafted by a few 
companies, whereas thicker, more opaque china is usually mass- 
produced. 
• Bone China is a type of fine china which is stark white in color be­ 
cause it contains ash from cattle bones. 
• Earthenware is pottery that has been fired at 1652’-1922 • F. It is 
opaque and slightly porous. 
• Stoneware is pottery that has been fired at 2120 *-2462* F, making it 
stronger than earthenware. It is non-porous and resembles china. 
• Porcelain is also pottery, fired at even higher temperatures, 2156*- 
2615° F. When used to make dinnerware, it’s first fired at a lower tem­ 
perature and glazed. This causes slight warping, which often makes 
stacking difficult. 


Heads Up! 


Your pillow can mean the difference between feeling limber in the 
morning and waking up with a stiff neck. Before you go shopping for 
one to suit your needs and your budget, you'll have to decide on the 
shape, size, stuffing, firmness and ticking you want. Prices range from 
as low as $3 for a polyester-filled pillow to $80 for a king-size mound of 
goose down. To make choosing a bit easier for you, here’s a description 
of the fillings available: 
• Foam pillows are made of polyurethane (now vented on both sides 
so they feel cooler because of the continuously circulating air) and 
natural rubber. 
• Polyester pillows range from very firm to soft. (Both polyester and 
foam are non-allergenic.) 
• Down is the shaftless fluff from the breasts of geese and ducks. Pil­ 
lows filled wholly with down are the softest, most luxurious and light­ 
weight available. 
• Feathers (goose, duck, turkey or chicken) make firmer pillows than 
down. 
• Blends are a combination of down and feathers. The more feathers 
that are used, the firmer the pillow. 


Back On Their Feet 


The popularity of cheap, imported footwear has made it necessary for 
the Federal government to give American shoe manufacturers a $56 
million shot in the arm. It's the government’s hope that this money will 
make domestic products more competitive with those produced in 
countries such as Taiwan and South Korea. Here’s how Uncle Sam 
plans to allot the money: 
• New equipment will be purchased for American manufacturers so 
that production costs can be reduced and volume can be increased. 
• Government consultants will troubleshoot for individual producers, 
showing them how to improve their operation. 
• The Commerce Department will run a campaign to induce retailers 
to buy shoes made in the U.S.

Mustang Tally 
It’s round-up time! So here’s your chance to get a wild horse (mustang) or wild 
burro from the Bureau of Land Management and to help balance the national 
ecology at the same time. You see, over 60,000 of these animals roam several 
western states, foraging for food. Most are presently undernourished, and unless 
their numbers are controlled, they will not only be an economic threat to man and 
an ecological threat to the range and other animals, but a threat to their own 
existence as well. There are but few areas to which these animals can be relocat­ 
ed, and the Bureau tries to avoid destroying the animals (no matter how humane­ 
ly It’s done). Therefore, the most acceptable plan is to find “foster homos" for 
several thousand wild horses and burros each year. 
So why not adopt one or two? Just remember that they a n not yet domesticat­ 
ed. You’ll have to civilize them a little, but with care and training, the Bureau says 
that “these animals can become gentle, affectionate companions." To qualify, 
you must: 
• be a United States resident 
• be of legal age (or be represented by a parent or guardian) 
• have adequate care facilities 
• be able to maintain the animal (medical expenses plus about $600 per year 
for food) 
• transport the animal properly from the round-up site in the West to its new 
home 
• not sell the animal 
• not use the animal for any commercial venture like hiring it out as a work­ 
horse or selling rides on it at a stable 
• file an application 
You won’t own the animal outright (although any foal will belong to you), be­ 
cause the Federal government is its legal custodian. But it is yours to keep, to 
train for riding, to show in horse shows, or just to have as a pet, as long as you ad­ 
here to the terms of the maintenance contract. The animal can even be reas­ 
signed to another person (with written permission from the Bureau, whose 
agents periodically check on the adopted animals’ welfare). 
If you’re really interested— no horsing around— find out if local zoning allows 
horses or burros to be kept, and whether or not your state requires a veterinary in­ 
spection other than the one performed at the pick-up site. Then, for more informa­ 
tion and an application, write to: Adopt A Horse, Bureau of Land Management 
(330), 18th 6 C Streets, Washington, DC 20204.

Eating at home is a great way to save money, and Knowing how to con­ 
serve energy in the kitchen is another. Here are some tips that could 
help you lower your fuel bills: 
• Resist opening the oven door until food is nearly done. Each peek 
lowers the oven temperature about 25 degrees. 
• Cook and bake foods in quantity. Freeze whatever you won’t be us­ 
ing immediately. 
• Add leftover vegetables to salads instead of reheating them. 
• When feasible, thaw foods in the refrigerator instead of cooking 
them while still frozen. 
• On gas ranges, adjust the flame so that it doesn’t extend beyond 
the bottom of the pot or pan. 
• A covered pot or pan retains heat and moisture, and therefore 
cooks foods relatively quickly. Pressure cookers also save energy as 
well as preparation time. 
• Turn off the oven, surface units and burners as soon as the food is 
done. 


Stop Thief! 


Three burglary deterrents are break-in visibility, difficulty and noise. 
Keeping these in mind, here's how you can protect your belongings: 
• Make it easy for neighbors to see entrances to your home. In an 
apartment house, encourage the people in your building to install peep­ 
holes in their doors. In a private home, don’t surround yourself with 
overgrown shrubbery, high hedges, or tall fences. 
• Don't assume that burglars strike only at night. Usually, they prefer 
to work during the day. So when you leave your house, make sure all the 
windows and doors are closed and locked securely. 
• Any evidence of an alarm system will make a thief feel very uncom­ 
fortable. If you live in an isolated area, get one that can be hooked up to 
your local police station. In a populated area, all you’ll need is a system 
that makes a lot of noise. 


You Gotta Hava Hearth 


Did you ever plan to spend a cozy evening by the fireplace only to find 
that you had to work ail night just to keep a faltering flame alive? If so, 
perhaps it was because you used the wrong kind of wood. 
Different woods have different kindling qualities, and the amount of 
heat they give off also varies greatly. (Incidentally, a fireplace is defin­ 
itely not an efficient way to heat a room. The open flue admits cold 
air into the house, and lets the warm air escape.) 
Soft woods like pine, spruce and fir are easy to ignite, but they burn 
out quickly. Such fires must be poked, prodded and replenished very 
often. For a long-lasting fire, it’s best to use the heavier hardwoods 
such as ash, beech, birch, hickory, pecan, maple, oak and dogwood. To 
help ignite them, add some soft woods to the pile. Then you can sit 
back and relax all evening while a soft, romantic flame burns steadily. 


Iff You Hate Housecleaning... 


There are two types of cleaning, “necessary" and “unnecessary." We 
can't tell you how to eliminate the first kind, but here are some ways to 
prevent the second: 
• Get rid of clutter. An uncluttered home that hasn't yet been cleaned 
often looks better than a cluttered one that's dust-free. 
• Provide places tor things to be stored when not in use. Place 
shelves and other storage devices in convenient locations. If it's a 
bother to put something away, there's a good possibility that you won't. 
• Encourage members of the household to put things away after use. 
Children are infamous for leaving their toys around. Many parents have 
found it helpful to suggest an order in which things are to be picked up. 
Very young children don't always know where to begin. 
• Reduce the amount of soil that gets into the house. Use of mats 
placed close to doorways and frequent sweeping of walks, steps and 
porches will help keep dirt out. Near the entrance, set aside an area for 
boots, rubbers and soiled work clothes. 
• Confine eating and messy creative projects to those areas that are 
easy to clean. Protect tables and other surfaces with newspapers, 
plastic tablecloths, or place mats. 
• Wipe up spills as soon as possible. The longer you wait, the tough­ 
er they'll be to clean up.

Card Quiz 


The national mania for collecting baseball cards is stronger than ever, 
even though baseball itself has waned in popularity. If you’re among 
the millions of card collectors, you should be able to field the following 
questions easily: 
1. When were the first baseball cards issued? 
Answer: In the 1880’s, some 20 years before the American League 
was organized. 
2. Who were the first sponsors of baseball cards? 
Answer: The leading tobacco companies of the time, including the 
makers of Old Judge, Piedmont, Sweet Caporal, Polar Bear and Recruit 
cigarettes. In 1933, bubble gum baseball cards appeared, elbowing all 
rivals out of the way. 
3. What is the most valuable baseball card in existence? 
Answer: A 1910 Honus Wagner card, issued by the Sweet Caporal 
Tobacco Company. Wagner, a non-smoker, insisted that the card be re­ 
moved from circulation. Only seven are known to exist today—and 
they’re each worth about $1,500. 
4. Who is the largest collector of baseball cards in the U.S.? 
Answer: The Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York City, which 
houses over 200,000. 


Tanks For The Memories 


Most people love to watch fish swimming around in aquariums. Yet, the 
majority of onlookers don’t own an aquarium because setting up a tank 
seems like a very difficult and expensive thing to do. But, in fact, it’s 
not. 
All that’s needed for the beginner are: 
• A 5-gallon ($7) or 10-gallon ($9) glass tank. 
• A filter ($2) to cleanse the water. (Ask the dealer which kind is best 
for your purposes.) 
• A pump to aerate the water. Either an air pump ($5), or the newest 
variety of water pump with filter ($15), is suitable. 
• A thermostatically-controlled heater ($4) to keep the water temper­ 
ature between 70* F and 75* F at all times. 
• A thermometer ($1) to check the temperature. 
• A shield ($5) and reflector with a fluorescent light ($17) or an in­ 
candescent light ($6) to place above the tank. (This will prevent water 
evaporation and keep dirt, pets and kids out.) 
• Live ($1) or plastic ($2) plants for decoration, and fine gravel (20c 
per pound) to keep them in place. 
After you’ve set up the aquarium, wait a week before buying the fish 
to give the water time to lose its chlorine content. It’s best to begin with 
fresh-water fish, preferably egg-layers, because they tend to be healthy 
and easy to handle. Two of this variety are neon tetras (29c each) and 
angelfish (39c each). You’ll want the fish to be happy with the new 
aquarium too, so ask the dealer which species get along best together. 
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Louisiana: The Bayou State 


Named for French King Louis XIV, Louisiana's bayous wind through the 
state like backroads, leading fishermen, hunters and campers to the 
heart of the land. It's rarely disputed that beauty engulfs Virtually all of 
this "sportsman's paradise." But let’s take a brief tour of Louisiana's 
other splendid attractions: 
• Lafayette is the hub city of Acadian country, famous for its fabu­ 
lous cuisine. The "heart of French Louisiana," this city is characterized 
by tropical gardens (such as the Live Oak Gardens) and the charms of 
its French, Spanish, Afro-American and American ancestral influences. 
• New Orleans is, of course, the home of Dixieland jazz. This famous 
city has seen the likes of such greats as Louis Armstrong and "Jelly 
Roll" Morton. Even with the exciting Mardi Gras and the Louisiana 
Superdome, New Orleans retains Hs distinctive 18th century character. 
• Baton Rouge is the Louisiana State Capitol. Historic landmarks dot 
this fertile region along the Mississippi River. Baton Rouge boasts of 
its magnificent Old State Capitol (a Gothic Revival castle) and two of 
the South's leading educational institutions, Louisiana State University 
and Southern University. 
• Shreveport offers a major part of the state's cultural appeal, with 
outstanding attractions such as the Barnwell Memorial Garden and Art 
Center, the Symphony Orchestra, Louisiana State Exhibit Museum and 
four theaters presenting stage productions. The host of the Louisiana 
State Fair, this entertainment capitol is noted for its rodeos, auto rac­ 
ing and thoroughbred racing. 
• Lake Charles is known as the "showplace of southwest Louisiana." 
Le Centre Civique de Lac Charles (a giant complex comprised of a coli­ 
seum, an auditorium, a convention center and an exhibition hall) 
epitomizes the city's diversity. Other attractions adding to the city's 
grandeur are the Imperial Calcasieu Museum, North Beach and the Port 
of Lake Charles.

Chinese Dishes 


Before treating yourself to a new set of dinnerware. see if you can 
answer these questions: What's the difference between fine china and 
bone china? Are earthenware and stoneware the same thing? Is por­ 
celain practical? If you're unsure about your answers, the following 
may help. 
• Fine China is translucent and has a smooth, lustrous surface (If 
you hold a plate up to the light, you can see the shadow of your hand 
behind it.) Lightweight yet very strong, it’s still hand crafted by a few 
companies, whereas thicker, more opaque china is usually mass- 
produced. 
• Bone China is a type of fine china which is stark white in color be­ 
cause it contains ash from cattle bones 
• Earthenware is pottery that has been fired at 1652’ -1922* F. It is 
opaque and slightly porous. 
• Stoneware is pottery that has been tired at 2120 •-2462* F, making it 
stronger than earthenware. It is non-porous and resembles china. 
• Porcelain is also pottery, fired at even higher temperatures, 2156*- 
2615* F When used to make dinnerware. it's first fired at a lower tem­ 
perature and glazed. This causes slight warping, which often makes 
stacking difficult.

Your pillow can mean the difference between feeling limber in the 
morning and waking up with a stiff neck. Before you go shopping for 
one to suit your needs and your budget, you'll have to decide on the 
shape, size, stuffing, firmness and ticking you want Prices range from 
as low as $3 for a polyester-filled pillow to $80 for a king-size mound of 
goose down To make choosing a bit easier for you. here's a description 
of the fillings available:

1. Never eat together as a family. 
2. Never 
have 
fam ily 
traditions 
(weekly, monthly or annually) that 
your children can look forward to. 
3. Never listen to your children. Talk 
at them but not with them. 
4. Never let your children experience 
cold, fatigue, adventure, injury, risk, 
challenge, experimentation, failure, 
frustration or discouragement. 
5. Inform your children about the dan­ 
gers of drug abuse while you misuse 
alcohol and smoke cigarettes. 
6. Never give your children any spir­ 
itual training, but emphasize the ritu­ 
al of religion, the importance of out­ 
ward appearances, and the letter of 
the law. 
7. When confronted with the choice 
of either spending your time or money 
on a material pursuit or on a family 
activity, always choose the material 
object. 
8. Repeatedly tell others, in front of 
your child, what great things your "lit­ 
tle boy” or "little girl" is doing—and 
always expect your child to win. 


9. Show your children that you disre­ 
gard the minor laws of the land (or of 
your church) because of convenience, 
practicality or because "no one will 
know."

Mustang Tally 


It's round up time! So here's your chance to get a wild horse (mustang) or wild 
burro from the Bureau of Land Management and to help balance the national 
ecology at the same time. You see. over 60,000 of these animals roam several 
western states, foraging for food. Most are presently undernourished, and unless 
their numbers are controlled, they will not only be an economic threat to man and 
an ecological threat to the range and other animals, but a threat to their own 
existence as well. There are but few areas to which these animals can be relocat­ 
ed, and the Bureau tries to avoid destroying the animals (no matter how humane­ 
ly it's done). Therefore, the most acceptable plan is to find "foster homos" for 
several thousand wild horses and burros each year. 
So why not adopt one or two? Just remember that they are not yet domesticat­ 
ed You'll have to civilize them a little, but with care and training, the Bureau says 
that "these animals can become gentle, affectionate companions." To qualify, 
you must: 
• be a United States resident 
• be of legal age (or be represented by a parent or guardian) 
• have adequate care facilities 
• be able to maintain the animal (medical expenses plus about $600 per year 
for food) 
• transport the animal properly from the round-up site in the West to its new 
home 
• not sell the animal 
• not use the animal for any commercial venture like hiring it out as a work­ 
horse or selling rides on it at a stable 
• file an application 
You won't own the animal outright (although any foal will belong to you), be­ 
cause the Federal government is its legal custodian. But it is yours to keep, to 
tram for riding, to show in horse shows, or just to have as a pet, as long as you ad­ 
here to the terms of the maintenance contract The animal can even be reas­ 
signed to another person (with written permission from the Bureau, whose 
agents periodically check on the adopted animals' welfare). 
If you're really interested—no horsing around—find out if local zoning allows 
horses or burros to be kept, and whether or not your state requires a veterinary in­ 
spection other than the one performed at the pick up site Then, for more informa

What do wing chairs, old-fashioned 
nightcaps and canopied beds have in 
common? 


Answer: They’re all heat-savers. 
Our great-grandparents, who had 
precious little fuel to heat their 
homes, had to devise other means of 
keeping warm. Wing chairs, they 
found, retained heat from the fire­ 
place far better than open-sided 
chairs, and people could snuggle up 
in their warmth. 


Nightcaps seemed to keep the 
whole body warm. Although great- 
grandma didn’t know why, scientists 
nowadays do. They’ve found that up 
to a quarter of the heat generated by 
our bodies is lost through the head 
area. When the head is covered by a 
hat or scarf, body heat is redirected 
elsewhere—often to the hands 


feet. So if you want to warm up your 
cold toes in bed, just put on a night­ 
cap. 


Our great-grandparents’ canopied 
bed was both romantic and practical. 
When the heavy drapes were drawn 
around it, the bed retained heat and 
was protected from drafts. (Also, the 
bed was always placed as far as pos­ 
sible from outside walls.) 
Thick carpets, window drapes 
goose down quilts and soft fabric up­ 
holstery (rather than leather, plastic 
or wood) were once desired for 
warmth as much as for fashion. But 
permanent wall-to-wall carpeting was 
unheard of—our ancestors wanted 
rugs that could be picked up during 
the heat of the summer. It seems they 
knew how to keep cool as well as how

Low-Energy Bulbs Light Up The Horizon 
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Cut Cooking Costs 


Eating at home is a great way to save money, and Knowing how to con­ 
serve energy in the Kitchen is another. Here are some tips that could 
help you lower your fuel bills: 
• Resist opening the oven door until food is nearly done. Each peeK 
lowers the oven tem perature about 25 degrees. 
• CooK and baKe foods in quantity. Freeze whatever you won’t be us­ 
ing immediately. 
• Add leftover vegetables to salads instead of reheating them. 
• When feasible, thaw foods in the refrigerator instead of cooKing 
them while still frozen. 
• On gas ranges, adjust the flame so that it doesn’t extend beyond 
the bottom of the pot or pan. 
• A covered pot or pan retains heat and moisture, and therefore 
cooKs foods relatively quicKly. Pressure cooKers also save energy as 
well as preparation time. 
• Turn off the oven, surface units and burners as soon as the food is 
done

Keeping these in mind, here’s how you can protect your belongings: 
• MaKe it easy for neighbors to see entrances to your home. In an 
apartment house, encourage the people in your building to install peep­ 
holes in their doors In a private home, don't surround yourself with 
overgrown shrubbery, high hedges, or tall fences 
• Don t assume that burglars striKe only at night Usually, they prefer 
to worK during the day So when you leave your house, maKe sure all the 
windows and doors are closed and locKed securely.

Tanks For The Memories 


Most people love to watch fish swimming around in aquariums. Yet, the 
majority of onlooKers don’t own an aquarium because setting up a tanK 
seems liKe a very difficult and expensive thing to do. But, in fact, it's 
not. 
All that’s needed for the beginner are: 
• A 5-gallon ($7) or 10-gallon ($9) glass tanK. 
• A filter ($2) to cleanse the water. (AsK the dealer which Kind is best 
for your purposes.) 
• A pump to aerate the.water. Either an air pump ($5), or the new est 
variety of water pump with filter ($15), is suitable 
• A therm ostatically-controlled heater ($4) to Keep the water temper­ 
ature between 70* F and 75* F at all times. 
• A thermometer ($1) to checK the temperature. 
• A shield ($5) and reflector with a fluorescent light ($17) or an in­ 
candescent light ($6) to place above the tanK. (This will prevent water 
evaporation and Keep dirt, pets and Kids out.) 
• Live ($1) or plastic ($2) plants for decoration, and fine gravel (20c 
per pound) to Keep them in place 
After you've set up the aquarium, wait a weeK before buying the fish 
to give the water time to lose its chlorine content. It's best to begin with 
fresh water fish, preferably egg-layers, because they tend to be healthy 
and easy to handle Two of this variety are neon tetras (29« each) and 
angelfish (39« each). You'll want the fish to be happy with the new 
aquarium too. so asK the dealer which species get along best together. 
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Car Cate 


All Shiny And New 


Before you drive your brand-new car out of the showroom, make sure 
it’s in tip-top shape. Here are some of the major areas to check: 
• The exterior Examine for dents, irregularities or paint scratches. 
• The interior Look for wrinkled or misfit floor mats, and inspect the 
visors, padded dash panel, seats, door panels and inside roof for 
scuffs, tears and crooked seams. 
• The doors. Open and shut them to see that they fit properly in their 
frames, and that their latches grip well with a minimum of effort. 
• The windows. Roll them up and down to be sure they work smoothly 
and close tightly. 
• The trunk. Be certain it contains the spare tire and rim, the jack and 
the lug wrench. (Ask the salesman or service manager to show you how 
to operate the jack.) 
• The engine compartment. Look it over to see if it looks clean and 
new. (Ask the salesman or service manager to show you how to check 
the fluid levels.) 


Coping With Deflation 


You don’t have to be traveling at high speeds for a flat tire or sudden 
blowout to send your car careening out of control. Here’s how to handle 
the situation safely: 
• Grip the wheel firmly. 
• Apply the brakes slowly. (Slamming on the brakes can cause the 
car to spin out of control.) 
• Drive your car to a safe spot on the side of the road where you can 
get out of the vehicle without posing any danger to yourself or other 
motorists. If you can’t find a safe place to pull over right away, keep 
driving slowly until you find one. (It’s better to drive on a flat than to 
stop in a dangerous area.) 
Then, once you’re off the road, here are some tips on changing the 
tire: 
• Make sure your car is on level ground. 
• Switch on the emergency flashers, put the car In park and engage 
the emergency brake. 
• Loosen the lug nuts slightly on the wheel before jacking the car up. 
(The pressure necessary to remove them could cause the vehicle to slip 
off the jack if the car has already been raised.) 


Cold Power 


Chilly winter months are probably your car’s greatest enemy. The bat­ 
tery is especially susceptible to the cold since it can lose up to 35% of 
its power when the temperature hits freezing, and will get progressively 
weaker as the mercury continues to drop. To get the most out of your 
battery this winter, you should: 
• Check ail connections to make sure they are secure. 
• Clean the battery posts and terminals with a wire brush to remove 
corrosion. 
• Spray posts and terminals with a clear plastic coating to avoid 
future corrosion. 
• Replace worn cables. 
• Keep battery fluid at the proper level. 


Calls About Recalls 


Are you driving a potentially dangerous car? Here’s a sure way to find 
out. Call the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA), 
toll-free, at 800-424-9393 (in Washington, D.C., call 202-4264)123) to see 
if your make and model vehicle is on the safety recall list. It's there if 
the NHTSA or the manufacturer has discovered a safety defect (in most 
of the product line) that “poses an unreasonable risk to the driver.’’ 
If you establish that your car is on the safety recall list, the NHTSA 
will send you a form, pre-addressed to the manufacturer, on which to 
enter your name, address and Vehicle Identification Number (VIN). 
Soon after you’ve mailed this, the manufacturer will inform you if your 
car needs servicing. 
Original car owners are usually notified of a safety defect by the 
manufacturer even if they don’t request the information. But some­ 
times names are overlooked. So, play it safe—call the toll-free “hot­ 
line" number, and find out if your car is on the safety recall list.

Freaking Out On Frozen Yogurt 


If you became a frozen-yogurt junkie this summer, you weren’t alone in 
your addiction. Millions of people got hooked on this ice cream-like del­ 
icacy, making it one of the fastest-selling dairy products during the 
summer months. (Sales of yogurt in general increased by 537% during 
the past ten years.) 
In case you’ve never seen it, frozen yogurt comes in several shapes 
and forms. It often has the consistency of soft ice cream, and can be 
swirled into cups and cones. In hardened form, it comes on a stick 
(much like a popsicle), and is covered* with a thin layer of chocolate or 
carob. It’s sweet, yet faintly tart. 
Because it’s still so new, frozen yogurt is available only in a limited 
number of flavors—vanilla, raspberry, strawberry and boysenberry. 
Chocolate and peach are two of the more exbtic flavors, but they're not 
always easy to (find. 
You can make frozen yogurt in your own home from commercially- 
prepared Swiss, sundae-style or regular yogurt. If you don't have an ice 
cream freezer, put a pan of yogurt in the freezer compartment of your re­ 
frigerator. After it is solidified, beat the yogurt to the desired 
consistency. 


What’s In A Nam«? 


Have you ever wondered about the contents of processed meat prod­ 
ucts? Well, if the packages bear the mark of Federal inspection, the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture requires that they meet certain stan­ 
dards. Here's a list of some popular foods and what they must contain: 
• Beef with Qravy—at least 50% cooked beef. 
• Won Ton Soup—at least 5% meat. 
• Pork Sausage—not more than 50% fat; may contain no byproducts 
or extenders. 
• Meat Ravioli—at least 10% meat. 
• Salisbury Steak—at least 65% meat, and no more than 12% ex­ 
tenders (including textured vegetable protein). 
• Stuffed Cabbage with Meat in Sauce—at least 12% meat. 
• Frankfurter, Bologna and Similar Cooked Sausage—may contain 
only meat that originally was attached to bone; no more than 15% poul­ 
try meat (not including water content); and no more than 30% fat, 10% 
added water and 2% corn syrup. (Byproducts, variety meats and non­ 
meat binders may not be used unless indicated on the package label.) 


Root Out The Answer 


What is nutritious and calorie-free, is the root of a type of sunflower, re­ 
sembles a ginger root, isn't an artichoke, and ha$ nothing to do with 
Jerusalem? Here are a few more hints for those who haven’t guessed 
yet: it’s economical, appetizing, has the flavor and texture of a water 
chestnut or unsweetened grated coconut, and can be used in the fol­ 
lowing ways: 
• As a snack for those who enjoy munching on something while 
watching TV. (Just wash it off under a cold water tap, sprinkle with reg­ 
ular or seasoned salt for extra flavoring, and feast.) 
• As a tasty substitute for potatoes at breakfast time. (Grate and 
saute for a delicious, sweet, nutty and unfattening addition to your 
usual bacon and eggs.) 
• As a tasty salad ingredient. (Combine with carrots, celery and 
greens, and top with a tart or sweet dressing.) 
If your guess was a “Jerusalem artichoke" (also known as “a sun- 
choke’). you’re entitled to go to a specialty food store, a produce stand 
or a select supermarket to purchase a few that are firm and 
unblemished.

Social Security benefits if they retire in 
Czechoslovakia or in almost any coun­ 
try in the free world.

Central Afri­ 
can Republic, Cambodia. Congo. Cuba. 
East Germany, Egypt, Estonia, Guinea. 
Hungary, Iceland, Iraq, Lithuania, 
Niger, North Korea, People's Republic 
of China. Rumania. Syria, Uraguay. 
USSR. Vietnam and Zambia. 


Q . Is it a good idea to thaw frozen 
hamburger in a warm oven? 


A. According to food safety and stor­ 
age experts, the answer is no Defrost­ 
ing any kind of meat in the oven (or at 
room temperature) increases the 
chance of harmful bacteria growth. To 
reduce this possibility, thaw the meat 
in your refrigerator. 


0. A friend of mine told me that the 
best way to treat a toothache is to 
place an aspirin tablet directly on the 
tooth. Any comments? 


A. You bet! Direct application of as­ 
pirin can injure the tooth pulp and burn 
gum tissue, possibly causing perma 
nent damage If you want to treat a 
toothache with aspirin, take two with a 
glass of water But remember, aspirin 
will relieve only the symptomatic pain, 
not its cause So, see your dentist as 
soon as possible whenever you have a 
toothache. 


0. How can I clean the red brick over 
my fireplace that has been blackened 
by smoke? 


A. Use a stiff brush to scrub the brick 
with muriatic acid (It is available in 
most paint and hardware stores for 
about $1 50 a quart.) Since this solu 


tion is very strong, handle it with par­ 
ticular caution. Wear old clothes, rub­ 
ber gloves and protective goggles for 
your eyes to prevent skin or eye burns. 
The acid should also be diluted with 
water according to the label instruc­ 
tions. Let the chemicals soak into the 
bricks for a few minutes, and then 
rinse them off with water. 


0 . 1 am still confused by the diamond 
terms “perfect” and “blue-white 
Could you clarify them tor me? 


A. Sure. According to the Federal 
Trade Commission, "it is an unfair 
trade practice to use the word 'perfect,' 
or any other word, expression, or repre­ 
sentation of similar import, as descrip­ 
tive of any diamond which discloses 
flaws, cracks, carbon spots, clouds, or 
other blemishes or imperfections of 
any sort when examined in normal day­ 
light, or its equivalent, by a trained eye 
under a 10-power, corrected diamond 
eye loupe or other equal magnifier.’’ 
(Rule 27— Misuse of word ' perfect," 
etc.— FTC "Trade Practice Rules for 
the Jewelry Industry," as amended 
November 17,1959.) Furthermore, it is 
considered misleading to use the word

A. You can prevent the problem in the 
future by installing a removable fine 
wire mesh screen over the kitchen side 
of the fan’s protective grating This will 
allow cooking smoke and exhaust 
fumes to escape while catching 
grease Then use a mild detergent solu­ 
tion or soap and water to keep the 
screen and the non electrical parts of 
the fan clean Be sure to unplug the fan 
before working on it. 


Q. After years of mopping and waxing 
the linoleum floor In my kitchen, it has 
become porous and dull. How can I re­ 
store the finish and make it easier to 
clean? 


A. This will not be an easy job. First, 
you'll have to remove all the wax build­ 
up. Then, apply a thin layer of polyure 
thane varnish to the floor Pay particu­ 
lar attention to corners where the lino­ 
leum hasn't received the usual wear 
because the varnish will not adhere 
properly to waxed surfaces Keep 
everyone out of the kitchen until you're 
sure the finish is dry. 


O . I am unable to leave my house, but I 
need a new set of dentures. Is there 
any way I can get them at home? 


A. The American Dental Association 
says that most communities have a 
mobile dental unit that will come to 
your home to make impressions for 
dentures It is important that you are 
fitted by a qualified dentist Your local

A. A chain letter suggests the mailing 
of cash (or items of other monetary 
value) to the name appearing at the top 
of a list The name is then removed 
and the new participant's name is add 
ed to the bottom of the list He must 
then send out copies of the letter to 
four new people In theory, this "pyra 
mid effect" might sound profitable 
But, in reality, the chain rarely remains 
intact long enough for anyone but the 
promotor to benefit from it (To realize 
any return, a participant's name has to 
advance four "rounds." no matter what 
round the letter has reached by the 
time it is received For the chain to last 
until the 14th round, the number of peo 
pie needed to sustain it would exceed 
the number of people in the United 
States ) Generally, the promotor sets 
himself up to take all the profit by hav 
mg his name, or aliases, placed at the 
top of the list In this way, his "take is 
insured before interest in the chain is 
lost In answer to your question regard 
mg the legality of chain letters, they 
are in direct violation of U S mail fraud 
laws 
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A Misunderstood Malady 


For many people afflicted with epilepsy, the suffering endured due to a 
misinformed public may be far greater than the pain caused by the con­ 
dition itself. Because the disorder is often mistakenly equated with 
mental retardation and low intelligence, many employers, insurance 
companies and licensing agencies discriminate against those with 
epilepsy. The truth is that most epileptics are of normal or superior in­ 
telligence. With proper medical treatment, they can lead normal, pro­ 
ductive lives with very few restrictions. 
Epilepsy is the name given to several different conditions that are 
characterized by periods of unusual physical or mental behavior known 
as “seizures.” Alcohol or drug abuse, fatigue, or infection can cause a 
seizure in anyone. It is only when a person suffers repeated seizures 
that he is diagnosed as having epilepsy. Experts have classified 20 dif­ 
ferent seizure types that can be divided into two categories, partial and 
generalized. A partial seizure is one that is localized in a particular area 
of the person's brain. Depending on the severity and the área of the 
brain affected, a partial seizure may cause the victim's hands and feet 
to twitch uncontrollably while he experiences unusual sights, sounds 
or smells. Generalized seizures affect the whole brain, and are the more 
commonly known type of attack. Symptoms range from violent convul­ 
sions followed by long periods of deep sleep to “absence seizures" dur­ 
ing which a person may sit and stare blankly for several minutes. In 
children, an absence seizure is sometimes mistaken for daydreaming. 
Though the cause of epilepsy is not precisely known, brain lesions or 
improper functioning of the electro-chemical processes in the brain are 
thought to be the main culprits. If you happen to witness an epileptic at­ 
tack, here are some simple first aid directions to follow: 
• Help the person lie down. 
• Loosen any tight clothing. 
• Place a soft object beneath the person’s head. 
• Do not try to restrain the person’s movements. 
• Move sharp or hard objects out of the way.

No one has to tell you how sharply prices for consumer goods and ser­ 
vices have risen in the last few years. This is especially true for medical 
treatment. What you may not know, however, is that in many areas 
there is an alternate health care program that can replace the tradition­ 
al pay-as-you-go type of medicine that most of us receive. 
Health maintenance organizations, which can be started by large 
corporations (for use by their employees), community groups, or by in­ 
surance companies on a profit or non-profit basis, offer complete medi­ 
cal services to subscribing members for a prepaid, fixed fee. This one 
price entitles a person to unlimited visits to the doctor, free or reduced- 
price prescriptions, the services of specialists, hospital care and sur­ 
gery (if necessary). For an additional fee, most programs offer dental, 
psychiatric and maternity care. Here are some of the advantages 
HMO's have to offer: 
• HMO's stress preventive medicine. Since people tend to visit the 
doctor more when the visits are already paid lor, minor problems can be 
treated before they become serious. This eliminates expensive hospital 
and surgical fees and holds down costs. 
• People covered by conventional health insurance are often faced 
with bills for treatment that wasn't included in their policies. With 
HMO's, there are rarely additional costs. 
But, not all has gone well with HMO's. Some have failed due to mis­ 
management or because they took on more patients than the staff 
could handle. So, before you join one, make sure that: 
• You speak with someone who is already a member to find out about 
the quality of the care. 
• The patient to doctor ratio is never more than 1,000 to 1. 
• You can reach a physician 24 hours a day.

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House-Hunting Guide 


Shopping for a new home? Don't forget to look for these energy-saving features: 
• If the house has large sliding glass doors, be sure they’re the double-glazed, 
thermal break type. These conserve heat in the winter and protect against the sun 
in the summer far better than standard sliding glass doors. (But no sliding glass 
doors are best of all. in terms of home insulation.) 
• Heating and cooling equipment shouldn’t be larger than the house actually 
requires Although many people assume that "bigger is better," in reality over­ 
sized equipment is inefficient. 
• The air conditioner compressor should be located in a shady place. 
• The furnace should be located near the center of the house to minimize the 
length of the ducts and the distance the heated air travels. 
• If gas is used for water heating, look for a heater with modulating capacities. 
Usually this type of heater has two burners, and both are fired to bring the water 
to the desired temperature. Afterwards, only the sm aller burner operates to main­ 
tain the temperature. This is more efficient than the single-burner type of heater. 
• In cold clim ates, look for a recirculating type of range hood that filters warm 
air and returns it to the room. In warm climates, it's best to have an exhaust-type 
range hood that blows warm air to the outside 
• The clothes dryer should have an exhaust vent that forces hot air out of the 
house 
• Look for fluorescent lights in the kitchen, laundry room, and other areas of 
the house— they produce nearly four times as much light per watt as a regular 
light bulb 
• An insulated foundation will keep the floor warmer and reduce heating bills. 
• Exterior doors should be insulated 
• The fireplace should have a damper that can be closed whenever the fire­ 
place isn’t in use. 
A house that has such features, and is generally well-insulated, can save you 
thousands of dollars in energy costs over the years. But bear in mind that no de 
tached. single-family home is as energy-efficient as a multiple dwelling such as ** 
townhouse. duplex or apartment

Great-Grandma Knew Best 


What do wing chairs, old-fashioned 
nightcaps and canopied beds have in 
common? 
Answer: They're all heat-savers. 
Our great-grandparents, who had 
precious 
little fuel 
to heat 
their 
homes, had to devise other means of 
keeping warm. Wing chairs, they 
found, retained heat from the fire­ 
place far better than open-sided 
chairs, and people could snuggle up 
in their warmth. 


Nightcaps seemed to keep the 
whole body warm. Although great- 
grandma didn’t know why, scientists 
nowadays do. They’ve found that up 
to a quarter of the heat generated by 
our bodies is lost through the head 
area. When the head is covered by a 
hat or scarf, body heat is redirected 
elsewhere— often to the hands or 


feet. So if you want to warm up your 
cold toes in bed. just put on a night­ 
cap. 
Our great-grandparents’ canopied 
bed was both romantic and practical. 
When the heavy drapes were drawn 
around it, the bed retained heat and 
was protected from drafts. (Also, the 
bed was always placed as far as pos­ 
sible from outside walls.) 
Thick carpets, window drapes, 
goose down quilts and soft fabric up­ 
holstery (rather than leather, plastic 
or wood) were once desired for 
warmth as much as for fashion But 
permanent wall-to-wall carpeting was 
unheard of— our ancestors wanted 
rugs that could be picked up during 
the heat of the summer. It seems they 
knew how to keep cool as well as how 
to keep warm. 


Low-Energy Bulbs Light Up The Horizon 


A new long lasting bulb that glows as brightly as a 100-watt bulb yet uses just 40 
watts of electricity is due to appear on the market early in 1979. 
Coated with a chemical film on the inside, the new bulb may cost ten times as 
much as an ordinary bulb— that is, about $3.50 However, its initial cost should 
be more than offset by its low power usage and 2,500-hour life span. (An ordinary 
bulb lasts 750-1,000 hours.) 
Actually, the new bulb's longevity isn’t startling There are other long-life bulbs 
on the market right now that cost a little over $2 — but they use about 60% more 
electricity to produce the same amount of light. 
The film that coats the inside of the new bulb consists of a layer of silver be 
tween two layers of titanium oxide Its purpose is to help the bulb retain heat, 
thereby reducing the amount of electricity needed to keep the bulb burning (It’s 
estim ated that about 90% of the power used by an ordinary bulb is lost as heat.)

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Halloween Safety 


Goblins and ghouls aren’t aU you have 
to watch out for on Halloween! 
Booby-trapped candy, flammable 
. coetumes and assorted trick-or-treat 
accidents combine to make Halloween 
one of the most dangerous nights of 
the year for children. It’s far safer to 
keep them indoors at a party rather 
than letting them roam the neighbor­ 
hood, but for many youngsters trick-or- 
treating is a must, so you should learn 
how to minimize the risks for your 
children. 
Halloween Safety R u Ib s 
1. Inepect AN Halloween Treats. Feed 
children a filling meal before they go 
trick-or-treating so they won’t be 
tempted to nibble any of their loot be- 
fore you’ve had a chance to inspect it. 
Examine the goodies carefully. Cut up 
fruit and candy bars into small pieces 
and check them for pins, needles, razor 
blades and other foreign objects. Even 
though a wrapped candy bar may look 
untouched, it can contain something 
harmful. Candy with looee or torn wrap­ 
pings should always be discarded, as 
well as all unwrapped sweets. Cookies 
should be examined for glass chips. 
2. Buy Flame Retardant Costumes. 
Those Halloween coetumes your chil­ 
dren love so much may pose a serious 
danger If they're not fire resistant. 


Each year the National Fire Protection 
Association reports several deaths and 
many injuries among children whose 
costumes burst into flames. In most 
cases the children were lighting can-- 
dles In jack-o-lanterns, or simply stand­ 
ing near candle-lit pumpkins, when 
their costumes ignited. To avoid such 
tragedies, the NFPA suggests the fol­ 
lowing: 
• When buying a ready-made cloth oi 
paper costume, mask, wig or beard, 
look for a “flameproof” or “fire resis­ 
tant" label. If you don’t see one, don’t 
buy the item. 
• Be equally careful with home-made 
costumes. Avoid flimsy fabrics, loose 
flowing sleeves, billowing skirts, and 
the traditional ghost outfits made from 
yards and yards of sheets. All of these 
can catch fire easily if there are lighted 
candles around. 
• If necessary, treat cotton cos­ 
tumes at home to make them fire- 
resistant. Thoroughly wet the cos­ 
tumes in a solution of 9 ounces of 
borax, 4 ounces of boric acid and one 
gallon of water. Let them drip dry, then 
iron them. The treatment will last until 
the costumes get wet or are washed; 
after that, another treatment is neces­ 
sary. 
• Don’t allow your children to carry a 
jack-o-lantern containing a candle. Irv 


stead, illuminate the pumpkin face 
with a small flashlight. Do the same 
with lanterns that you’re using as 
decorations in your home. 
• Warn your children to keep awav 
from bonfires, fireplaces, and other 
sources of intense heat. 
• Don’t place holiday decorations 
near light bulbs, radiators, lighted can­ 
dles or fireplaces. Be especially care­ 
ful with the dry autumn leaves, Indian 
corn and haystacks that are so popular 
at Halloween time— they’re highly 
flammable. 
3. Provide Make-up, Not Masks. All too 
often, the masks that youngsters wear 
on Halloween block their vision. Stairs, 
curbs and oncoming cars are hazard­ 
ous to children who can barely see be­ 
cause a piece of cloth or paper is 
partially covering their eyes. To elimi­ 
nate this problem, have your children 
disguise themselves with colorful 
make-up rather than masks. 
First, be sure they put a layer of cold 
cream on their faces so the clean-up 
job later on won’t be too terrible. Then 
provide them with the basics— lipstick, 
pancake make-up, powder, blusher, 
eye shadow and eyebrow pencil— and 
let them go wild. An endless variety of 
ghouls, witches and other fiendish 
creatures can be created with make­ 
up. 


Tips For Parents 


Here are some other ways to make 
Halloween as safe as possible: 
• Youngsters who wear light-colored 
costumes can be seen more easily 
when crossing streets at night. Reflec­ 
tive bands or tapes on their clothing 
will make them even more visible. 
• Insist that your children visit 
houses along one side of the street 
first, then cross carefully at the corner. 
• Make-believe swords, knives or 
other sharp objects can be dangerous 
if children fall on them or accidentally 
hit another youngster with them. Make 
sure your children don’t carry these 
“weapons" when they go trick-or- 
treating. 
• Costumes should include sturdy 
shoes that will allow your child to run 
without falling. Mom’s high heels or 
Dad’s old slippers should be banned 
for Halloween outings. 
• No part of a child’s costume 
should be long enough to trip over. 
• Warn your youngsters not to go in­ 
side strangers’ houses or apartments. 
• Set a specific time for your chil­ 
dren to return home. 
• Whenever possible, adults should 
accompany children on their Hallo­ 
ween rounds. 
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Car Care 


All Shiny And New 


Before you drive your brand-new car out of the showroom, make sure 
it's in tip-top shape. Here are some of the major areas to check: 
• The exterior. Examine for dents, irregularities or paint scratches. 
• The interior. Look for wrinkled or misfit floor mats, and inspect the 
visors, padded dash panel, seats, door panels and inside roof for 
scuffs, tears and crooked seams. 
• The doors. Open and shut them to see that they fit properly in their 
frames, and that their latches grip well with a minimum of effort. 
• The windows. Roll them up and down to be sure they work smoothly 
and close tightly. 
• The trunk. Be certain it contains the spare tire and rim, the jack and 
the lug wrench. (Ask the salesman or service manager to show you how 
to operate the jack.) 
• The engine compartment. Look it over to see if it looks clean and 
new. (Ask the salesman or service manager to show you how to check 
the fluid levels.) 


Coping With Deflation 


You don't have to be traveling at high speeds for a flat tire or sudden 
blowout to send your car careening out of control. Here's how to handle 
the situation safely: 
• Grip the wheel firmly. 
• Apply the brakes slowly. (Slamming on the brakes can cause the 
car to spin out of control.) 
• Drive your car to a safe spot on the side of the road where you can 
get out of the vehicle without posing any danger to yourself or other 
motorists. If you can't find a safe place to pull over right away, keep 
driving slowly until you find one. (It’s better to drive on a flat than to 
stop in a dangerous area.) 
Then, once you’re off the road, here are some tips on changing the 
tire: 
• Make sure your car is on level ground. 
• Switch on the emergency flashers, put the car In park and engage 
the emergency brake. 
• Loosen the lug nuts slightly on the wheel before jacking the car up. 
(The pressure necessary to remove them could cause the vehicle to slip 
off the jack if the car has already been raised.) 


Cold Power 


Chilly winter months are probably your car’s greatest enemy. The bat­ 
tery is especially susceptible to the cold since it can lose up to 35% of 
its power when the temperature hits freezing, and will get progressively 
weaker as the mercury continues to drop. To get the most out of your 
battery this winter, you should: 
• Check all connections to make sure they are secure. 
• Clean the battery posts and terminals with a wire brush to remove 
corrosion 
• Spray posts and terminals with a clear plastic coating to avoid 
future corrosion. 
• Replace worn cables 
• Keep battery fluid at the proper level. 


Calls About Recalls 


Are you driving a potentially dangerous car? Here's a sure way to find 
out Call the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration (NHTSA), 
toll-free, at 800 424-9393 (in Washington, D C , call 202-426-0123) to see 
if your make and model vehicle is on the safety recall list. It's there if 
the NHTSA or the manufacturer has discovered a safety defect (in most 
of the product line) that poses an unreasonable risk to the driver." 
If you establish that your car is on the safety recall list, the NHTSA 
will send you a form, pre addressed to the manufacturer, on which to 
enter your name, address and Vehicle Identification Number (VIN). 
Soon after you've mailed this, the manufacturer will inform you if your 
car needs servicing. 
Original car owners are usually notified of a safety defect by the 
manufacturer even if they don't request the information. But some 
times names are overlooked So, play it safe—call the toll-free "hot­ 
line" number, and find out if your car is on the safety recall list.

Freaking Out On Frozen Yogurt 


If you became a frozen-yogurt junkie this summer, you weren’t alone in 
your addiction. Millions of people got hooked on this ice cream-like del­ 
icacy, making it one of the fastest-selling dairy products during the 
summer months. (Sales of yogurt in general increased by 537% during 
the past ten years.) 
In case you’ve never seen it, frozen yogurt comes in several shapes 
and forms. It often has the consistency of soft ice cream, and can be 
swirled into cups and cones. In hardened form, it comes on a stick 
(much like a popsicle), and is covered with a thin layer of chocolate or 
carob. It's sweet, yet faintly tart. 
Because it's still so new, frozen yogurt is available only in a limited 
number of flavors—vanilla, raspberry, strawberry and boysenberry. 
Chocolate and peach are two of the more exotic flavors, but they're not 
always easy to find. 
You can make frozen yogurt in your own home from commercially- 
prepared Swiss, sundae-style or regular yogurt. If you don't have an ice 
cream freezer, put a pan of yogurt in the freezer compartment of your re­ 
frigerator. After it is solidified, beat the yogurt to the desired 
consistency. 


What's In A Name? 


Have you ever wondered about the contents of processed meat prod­ 
ucts? Well, if the packages bear the mark of Federal inspection, the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture requires that they meet certain stan­ 
dards. Here's a list of some popular foods and what they must contain: 
• Beef with Gravy—at least 50% cooked beef. 
• Won Ton Soup—at least 5% meat. 
• Pork Sausage—not more than 50% fat; may contain no byproducts 
or extenders. 
• Meat Ravioli—at least 10% meat. 
• Salisbury Steak—at least 65% meat, and no more than 12% ex­ 
tenders (including textured vegetable protein). 
• Stuffed Cabbage with Meat m Sauce—at least 12% meat 
• Frankfurter. Bologna and Similar Cooked Sausage—may contain 
only meat that originally was attached to bone; no more than 15% poul­ 
try meat (not including water content); and no more than 30% fat. 10% 
added water and 2% corn syrup. (Byproducts, variety meats and non­ 
meat binders may not be used unless indicated on the package label)

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A Misunderstood Malady 


For many people afflicted with epilepsy, the suffering endured due to a 
misinformed public may be far greater than the pain caused by the con­ 
dition itself. Because the disorder is often mistakenly equated with 
mental retardation and low intelligence, many employers, insurance 
companies and licensing agencies discriminate against those with 
epilepsy. The truth is that most epileptics are of normal or superior in­ 
telligence. With proper medical treatment, they can lead normal, pro­ 
ductive lives with very few restrictions. 
Epilepsy is the name given to several different conditions that are 
characterized by periods of unusual physical or mental behavior known 
as "seizures." Alcohol or drug abuse, fatigue, or infection can cause a 
seizure in anyone It is only when a person suffers repeated seizures 
that he is diagnosed as having epilepsy. Experts have classified 20 dif­ 
ferent seizure types that can be divided into two categories, partial and 
generalized. A partial seizure is one that is localized in a particular area 
of the person’s brain. Depending on the severity and the area of the 
brain affected, a partial seizure may cause the victim's hands and feet 
to twitch uncontrollably while he experiences unusual sights, sounds 
or smells Generalized seizures affect the whole brain, and are the more 
commonly known type of attack. Symptoms range from violent convul­ 
sions followed by long periods of deep sleep to "absence seizures" dur­ 
ing which a person may sit and stare blankly for several minutes. In 
children, an absence seizure is sometimes mistaken for daydreaming. 
Though the cause of epilepsy is not precisely known, brain lesions or 
improper functioning of the electro-chemical processes in the brain are 
thought to be the main culprits If you happen to witness an epileptic at­ 
tack, here are some simple first aid directions to follow: 
• Help the person lie down 
• Loosen any tight clothing. 
• Place a soft object beneath the person’s head 
• Do not try to restrain the person's movements 
• Move sharp or hard objects out of the way.

Health maintenance organizations, which can be started by large 
corporations (for use by their employees), community groups, or by in­ 
surance companies on a profit or non profit basis, offer complete medi­ 
cal services to subscribing members for a prepaid, fixed fee This one 
price entitles a person to unlimited visits to the doctor, free or reduced 
price prescriptions, the services of specialists, hospital care and sur­ 
gery (if necessary). For an additional fee, most programs offer dental, 
psychiatric and maternity care. Here are some of the advantages 
H M O ’s have to offer: 
• H M O 's stress preventive medicine Since people tend to visit the 
doctor more when the visits are already paid for, minor problems can be 
treated before they become serious. This eliminates expensive hospital 
and surgical fees and holds down costs. 
• People covered by conventional health insurance are often faced 
with bills for treatment that wasn't included in their policies. With 
HMO's, there are rarely additional costs 
But, not all has gone well with HMO's. Some have failed due to mis­ 
management or because they took on more patients than the staff 
could handle. So, before you join one, make sure that: 
• You speak with someone who is already a member to find out about 
the quality of the care 
• The patient to doctor ratio is never more than 1,000 to 1. 
• You can reach a physician 24 hours a day.

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Halloween Safety 


Goblins and ghouls aren't all you have 
to watch out for on Halloween! 
Booby-trapped candy, flammable 
costumes and assorted trick-or-treat 
accidents combine to make Halloween 
one of the most dangerous nights of 
the year for children. It’s far safer to 
keep them indoors at a party rather 
than letting them roam the neighbor­ 
hood, but for many youngsters trick-or- 
treating is a must, so you should learn 
how to minimize the risks for your 
children. 
HallowBBn Safety Rules 


1. Inspect All Halloween Treats. Feed 
children a filling meal before they go 
trick-or-treating so they won't be 
tempted to nibble any ot their loot be­ 
fore you’ve had a chance to Inspect it. 
Examine the goodies carefully. Cut up 
fruit and candy bars into small pieces 
and check them for pins, needles, razor 
blades and other foreign objects Even 
though a wrapped candy bar may look 
untouched, it can contain something 
harmful. Candy with loose or torn wrap­ 
pings should always be discarded, as 
well as all unwrapped sweets Cookies 
should be examined for glass chips 
2. Buy Flame Retardant Costumes. 
Those Halloween costumes your chil­ 
dren love so much may pose a serious 
danger If they're not fire resistant. 


Each year the National Fire Protection 
Association reports several deaths and 
many injuries among children whose 
costumes burst into flames. In most 
cases the children were lighting can­ 
dles in jack-o-lanterns, or simply stand­ 
ing near candle-lit pumpkins, when 
their costumes ignited. To avoid such 
tragedies, the NFPA suggests the fol­ 
lowing: 
• When buying a ready made cloth oi 
paper costume, mask, wig or beard, 
look for a "flameproof" or ‘‘fire resis­ 
tant" label. If you don't see one, don’t 
buy the item. 
• Be equally careful with home-made 
costumes Avoid flimsy fabrics, loose 
flowing sleeves, billowing skirts, and 
the traditional ghost outfits made from 
yards and yards of sheets All of these 
can catch fire easily if there are lighted 
candles around. 
• If necessary, treat cotton cos 
tumes at home to make them fire- 
resistant. Thoroughly wet the cos­ 
tumes in a solution of 9 ounces of 
borax, 4 ounces of boric acid and one 
gallon of water Let them drip dry, then 
iron them The treatment will last until 
the costumes get wet or are washed, 
after that, another treatment is neces 
sary 
• Don't allow your children to carry a 
jack-o-iantern containing a candle. In­ 


stead, illuminate the pumpkin face 
with a small flashlight. Do the same 
with lanterns that you're using as 
decorations in your home. 
• Warn your children to keep away 
from bonfires, fireplaces, and other 
sources of intense heat. 
• Don't place holiday decorations 
near light bulbs, radiators, lighted can­ 
dles or fireplaces. Be especially care 
ful with the dry autumn leaves. Indian 
corn and haystacks that are so popular 
at Halloween time— they're highly 
flammable. 
3. Provide Make-up, Not Masks. All too 
often, the masks that youngsters wear 
on Halloween block their vision. Stairs, 
curbs and oncoming cars are hazard­ 
ous to children who can barely see be 
cause a piece of cloth or paper is 
partially covering their eyes To elimi­ 
nate this problem, have your children 
disguise themselves with colorful 
make up rather than masks. 
First, be sure they put a layer of cold 
cream on their faces so the clean-up 
lob later on won't be too terrible. Then 
provide them with the basics— lipstick 
pancake make up, powder, blusher, 
eye shadow and eyebrow pencil— and 
let them go wild An endless variety of 
ghouls, witches and other fiendish 
creatures can be created with make 
up 


Tips For Parents 
Here are some other ways to make 
Halloween as safe as possible: 
• Youngsters who wear light-colored 
costumes can be seen more easily 
when crossing streets at night. Reflec­ 
tive bands or tapes on their clothing 
will make them even more visible. 
• Insist that your children visit 
houses along one side of the street 
first, then cross carefully at the corner 
• Make-believe swords, knives or 
other sharp objects can be dangerous 
if children fall on them or accidentally 
hit another youngster with them Make 
sure your children don't carry these 
"weapons ’ when they go trick-or- 
treating. 
• Costumes should include sturdy 
shoes that will allow your child to run 
without falling Mom's high heels or 
Dad's old slippers should be banned 
for Halloween outings 
• No part of a child’s costume 
should be long enough to trip over 
• Warn your youngsters not to go in­ 
side strangers' houses or apartments 
• Set a specific time for your chil­ 
dren to return home 
• Whenever possible, adults should 
accompany children on their Hallo­ 
ween rounds
